Construction Starts On New 

$47,000 Physics Laboratory

Will we really get our own physics lab? Is it a joke or is it for real? 
This question has been asked by several students in our school. The answer 
to this question, of course, is “Yes!” It is true that East New York will get 
its own physics lab! 

Federal funds, under the National Defense Education Act, is paying 
for the building of a new physics laboratory in our school. When it is com¬ 
pleted physics classes will be able to work in their own room and get a more 
comprehensive course. 4 

The modern and well-equipped lab¬ 
oratory will be finished sometime dur¬ 
ing this spring at a cost of approxi¬ 
mately $47,000. The government is 
sponsoring this program so that better 
and more accurate courses in science 
and math may be taught. 

This school needs this laboratory 
because the physics and chemistry 
classes are sharing room 315, which 
is actually a chemistry room and this 
limits the amount of time and space 
for each class. 


This new laboratory will be suitable 
for individual experimentation as well 
as class use. It will be a morale 
booster to technical students and 
teachers because it will result in a 
better and more thorough course. 

This laboratory will fulfill a great 
need in our technical program. 


Hot Measurements Made 
By Science Teachers

Radioactive fallout at East New 
York? How much? Has it increased 
greatly since Russia exploded its mon¬ 
ster bombs? The fallout is radioactive 
dust particles which are created by 
the huge explosion of an atomic bomb. 

Here in East New York, we are 
taking our measurements of radioacti- 
vity every day. Outside the window 
of the chemistry laboratory, Mr. Goor 
or Mr. Shiffman places a piece of filter 
paper. It job is to catch the dust par¬ 
ticles which settle on it from the air. 
Each morning, the dust particles 
caught on the filter paper are meas¬ 
ured by a student for their radio¬ 
active content. Mr. Shiffman said there 
has been no radioactivity, aside from 
the normal count always present in 
the air. 

These particles are carried through¬ 
out the world by various wind cur¬ 
rents. The effect from Russia’s latest 
fifty-megaton bomb will not be felt 
here till next spring. There has been

This was a tragedy that could not have come at a 
worse time. Already the world faced the threat to Berlin 
and nuclear testing, and the Congo was burning with 
the fires of rebellion. 

The whole world was shocked but conscious of what 
they lost, for this ubiquitous man was deeply involved in 
every recent crisis. He was quickly to analyze a problem 
with great understanding, patiently working towards its 
solution. He would work explaining, discussing, trying 
out different possibilities, searching for an agreement. He 
had a firm love for his fellow man and a desire to serve 
humanity. 

Is it any wonder then, that we have so much respect 
for this great man and what he accomplished? Dag 
Hammarskjold (or, as his friends call him, Mr. U.N.) 
stood for the very ideals of the United Nations. 

What is most important is the loss to humanity and the 
world. Hammarskjold once said, “Behind every historic 
action, national or international, is the individual human 
being, each giving his courage and his devotion.”

Aviation Careers Can 

Blast OH at E.N.Y.

Aviation is a fairly new field. Since the Wright brothers 
flight in 1903 aviation has advanced greatly. Designs of 
aircraft have changed and so have the ways of propelling 
them. The drama of man’s struggle for existence and un¬ 
derstanding of the universe around him is constantly 
highlighted by the amazing progress of his conquest of 
the air. 

One of the vocational courses which we offer in East 
New York is the Aviation Mechanics course. We are one 
of two New York City vocational schools giving this 
course. 

We have recently been licensed by the FA A (Federal 
Aviation Agency) as an approved aviation mechanics 
school. We now hold the power plant rating and will apply 
for the airframe rating as soon as we obtain our new 
hanger. There are now seven FAA classes in operation. 

The FAA graduates of 1962 will be the first ones 
from this school to take the FAA test for the license. 
The six hour test is divided into six hour long parts. If 
they fail one or more parts, they will have to keep taking 
them over until they pass them, to obtain the license. 
Eighty per cent of those taking the test will have to pass 
it or else we lose our license.

The aviation student studies a different area of avia¬ 
tion mechanics each term. Some of the teachers in this 
course are: Mr. Schneider and Mr. Butterwick in Ad- 
canced Engines; Mr. De Blasio and Mr. Wilson in Ele¬ 
mentary Engines; Mr. Vaz in Welding; Mr. Andeson in 
Accessories of Aircraft; and Aircraft Electricity; Mr. 
Gureasko in Aviation Hydralulics; Mr. Junk and Mr. 
Zaslofsky in Aviation Sheet Metal; and Mr. Kramer and 
Mr. Rizzo in Wood Wing Construction and in Mainten¬ 
ance of Aircraft, with Mr. Hausz and Mr. Novak, in 
room 139. All this knowledge is put together in the Senior 
year. 

Aviation Shops Humming 

When you pass by Room 139, opposite the Welding 
and Electrical shops, you see a TV-Jet, either in or out¬ 
side the shop, and a smaller plane with a Lycoming En¬ 
gine, which is also in view outside the shop. Inside the 
shop you may see an aircraft frame with boys busy at 
work on it. You may wonder what they are doing. If 
you ask students Michael Days and James Doughtry, 
both of Class 5AV2 they will tell you that they are “Bleed¬ 
ing the Brakes” on the TV-1 Jet, and that the others 
are putting air in the Shock Strut, using a High Pres¬ 
sure Pump. If you are wondering what they are doing 
to the frame, they are reconstructing it almost completely. 
They are installing hydraulic brakes, a fuel system, an 
ignition system, control surfaces, an engine with in¬ 
struments and wing sections. Whenever they are in need 
of a part they don’t have, the students make it in this 
well equipped shop. 

Some of the students who graduate from the course 
will enter the Air Force. Others will work in other places, 
such as aircraft manufacturing companies, etc, as me¬ 
chanics. Others, so inclined, will go on to college to make 
a career for themselves as aeronautical engineers or 
teachers. 

In short, they all have one thing in mind: the fast 
growing field of aviation. They know that only man’s 
blindness greed and inability to cope with himself and 
the present, can halt or destroy aviation’s progress.

an increase of radioactivity in other 
parts of the world, but so far we 
have been spared. 

Many of us ask, “what effect will 
this fallout have on our health?” 
Scientists say an excess of radioacti¬ 
vity is known to cause cancer of the 
blood and other parts of the body. 
This is all very frightening, but 
scientists do not think there is too 
much to worry about yet. Still there is 
possibility that this fallout may not 
effect us but may effect future gener¬ 
ations. Much work is being done to 
try to stop nuclear testing, but it still 
continues. 

East New York also has an Air- 
Raid squad which consists of fifteen 
boys from 62X, the senior Tech class. 
Under the guidance of Mr. Camson, 
the boys are taught how to conduct 
an air-raid drill. Some are taught the 
use of the Gieger Counter. This in¬ 
strument measure the amount of 
radiactivity present. Some members 
of the squad participate during each 
drill we have. Squads like this play 
a vital part of our Civil Defense sys¬ 
tem. 

Only time will tell whether the at¬ 
tempts to achieve a world of peace and 
prosperity will succeed, or whether our 
defense system will ever be needed.
